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1« Ci.PRlFOHU was at the tloe of World war II ^ one of the 
executive employeea of the Oexman Beat Mlniatry and polltioal 
advisor of BOSENBHBG on aooial, political^ and national questions 
dealing with the peripheral nationalities of the Soviet Union.

and interesting them in the various types of propaganda aotivitieB 
such a 8 broadcaoting on the BBC in their native languages , etc, 

3, CAPRITOHM received for his personal use a private villa 
in the British Zone of Germany* In the course of his vrork^.he 
organized several separate national groups* He located these 
groups in separate villas » in the environs of his own residence, 
in Braohwede bei Bielefeldt, Westphalia, Rolandstr* 10. 

4* Leaders for the^e groups ^ere selected by cafrxFORM 
from among the political figures of these nationalities which 
were hnown to him from his days at the East ifilnistry. After 
selecting the leader, he recruited the staffs. In ccnaectlon 
with the recruiting, the ^^^test consideration was given to the 
young So Viet* educated Ir ^xligentia. In conformity with a program 
of continued education, some of these were sent to the historical 
and economic faculties of various German universities for the 
purpose of acquiring doctorates and other advanced degrees on 
various problems in connection with their nationalities. Beeides 
this, there were eases where CAPEIFORM gave individual membera 
of these national groups special assignments connected with 
travel to other countries for the purpose of liaison with the 
national emigre circles there. Bis aim was to attract certain 
individuals in those countries to share in his activities. He 
is Icnown to have sent some people to France, Switzerland, Italy, 
and even Berlin for thia purpose.

Note ; Besides the a bote- indicated nationaXities, GAPFXfOHU 
attempted to establish contact also vith the Armenian 
national circles; but hia negotiations did not have a 
favorable result. 

6. Characteristios and Organization of the Individual Groups. 

a. Turiciatanian croup. The Turhistanlan group directed by 
the Turhiatanian Political figure, Keium Khan, is one of the 
largest groups in CAPKIFOKId^s system. At one tine, this group 
consisted of sixteen persons, but, as a result of reorganization, 
warn subsequently decreased to eleven persons. Of these, seven 
persons under the leadership of KAIUU*£HAR reside at the address 
of CAPBXFOHM. There they work on various subjnots assigned to 
them by the British and, also, publish a national Turhistanian 
magazine: **Milyi Turkisten” (Charming Turkistan) in the Turkish 
(Turkistanian) language. This publication is described by 
Source as a politioo*historioal. cultural-economic magazine. 

To date, two nufflbere have been issued. The thiard one is expected 
in the near future. The first two numbers were financed entirely 
by the group without a monetary subsidy from the British. 

However, the contents of the magazine 1. pressed the British 
so favorably that they hate decided to allot special funds for 
this national organ. The extent of this subsidy will be made 
known on the return of KUMHS from tondon. for this reason, the 
national cirolss see in this the Influence upon the Britieh of 
KUMUS since ha was able to convince the British that, by supporting 
this magazine and distributing it among the Turkish- speaking 
peoples of the ^ear East, and among the Uoeleas (Hussalmen) 

In general, and by acquainting t-- esa peoples with the factual 
situation of their brethern by faith in the "Soviet paradise", 
they will be able to foster in these countries an anti-Soviet 
orientation. (Turkish-speaking peoples: Xraniena, Turkmen, etc.) 

The additional four members of the Turkistanian group take 
courses at the history and economics s departments in German 
universities. They receive quarters free of charge, and receive 
material assistance to the extent of 16C :J^ per ntonth per person. 

In return, the British anticipate developing cadres of Turkistanian 
inte: ligentla connected with them morally and spiritually. One 
of the Turkistanian students, KHAITX, graduated from the history 
department of a German univerlsty in 1949* '^he other three are 
continuing their studies. 
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(1) 1CAIUU*KBAN is an olQ ealeront vfho by his political 
oonTiotioDS iB a separatist ana a follower of the 
TuricistaniaD political figure Mustafa CH0 K:a‘j^ 7 who 
died in 1941* At the ti;.e of ^^orld Y^ar II, KAIUM- 

was closely connected with C/iPRiyoRU* By 
virtue of their being ola friends and collaborators, 
they have coaplete autual trust in one another* 

After the German capitulation kaiUM^KHak was interned 
for oollabontlon with the Germans and was released 
only after serving one and a half to two years after 
the termination of the war* Shortly after hJs 
r^Tlease he was treohed down by C/^PKIFCRM, who was 
already in British employ, and who Invited KAXUM-Kli/>h 

j to work with him* 

(2) KAIlR^i*KHAN maintains a wide range of connections with 
all eadgre circles who support the separatist plat* 
form* The Turkistaniaa supporters of KAXUM*KHAB*s 
views who live in the American ^ne of Germany are 

in the ranks of the Ukrainian political organization 
aBR (Anti*Bolahevio Block of Nations), KAIUM-KHAN 
himself maintains a personal connection *^th the 
President of ABR, the Ukrainian STETZKO, In the 
course of K/VinM-KHAN^e visits to Munich, besides 
r:75:T2;KO, he meets with Engineer MAGOMA, M* alshibaya 
and other Caucasian political figures* 

(3) Characterizing his own activity and also the activity 
of his prouo. KAIUM*EHAR expressed himself thus: 

"At the beginning the youth must study at the higher 
educational institutions end train for political 
activity; simultaneously they receive brief asaignmenta 
to work out certain ’questions of interest’ connected 
with their peoples*" 

(4) On completing his university atudiaa, l^MTI received 
a doctorate for hia history of TurJeistan, a work 
which received a good evaluation from the British. 

b. Azerbaidjanian Group * Prior to the entrance of Izmail 
akBEK into the Azarbaldya^an Group of C/iPKIPORM, the leader of 
this group was the Azerbaidjanian political figure Khllal UURSai, 
an old emigrant who lived at the following adcreest Datmoldt, 
Lutsovstr. 8 (?), At that time, on. the instructiona of CViPRIFCRM, 
he made visits to Amzon to select four Azerbaidjanians for hie 
group in which instance the preference was given to the new 
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emigration. Shortly after inviting these four persons into the 

Azerbaid janian Group at the end of 194^1 Izmail AKBj£B was 

personally invited by CA?RI7onu to Join this group. 

(1) Izmail i\KBKR is an Azerbaid Janian of the new 
emigration* His true family name la AUKI^£HOV. 

Be ia of medium height^ atooky, swarthy^ clean 
shaven face, brunet, wavy heir, slightly grey, 
with a alight oait to his eyes* Ue was born on 
12 September 1912 in Baku, received hie higher 
education by completing the finanoial-eeonomlce 
department of the Baklnaki Barodno^Kozyaiatvennyi 
Xnatutute (Baku Peoplea-Adminiatretive Institute)* 

He speaks Busalan with an accent* Besides that, 
he speake well in the Turkish and Azerbaid Janian 
languagaa, and gets along quite easily in German* 

Prior to the war he was employed in one of the 
Barkomats in the city of Baku as a technical worker* 

In wartime he was drafted into the Bed Army and' 

in the year 1942 was captured by the Germans in the 
city of Kerch* (In the years 1937-38 he was 
arrested by the organa of the NK7I and for a 
conaiderable time was subject to surveillance.) 

In the latter part of the war, he served in the 
German army, in the special section called '^the 
zepplin Organization”, where he earned the rank 
of an officer and where he aarved until the end of 
the war* The German eapitualtion found him in Italy 
where he was placed in an internment camp and from 
where he, together with the other arrested persons, 
was transferred to Baohau. He was released in 1947* 
£ven prior to the oapitmlatVon, Izmail AKBEB furniahed 
himself with Gerinan documentution in which it wae 
Btated thot he was a Persian citizen and on which 
account he had the good fortune of avoiding the 
forceful repatriation to his homeland* 

(2) Shortly after the entrance of Izmail AkBKB into the 

Azerbaid Janian Croup, a difference of views developed 
between Khllal &:UN£>ai und Izmail AKBi&R* In the cooree 
of subsequent work, t::ls difference led to a oomplete 
split of the group into two camps* On the one side 
Khilal oonslBting of himself alone, and on 

the other, AKBlsiB and the rest of the members of

the group. The reauXt was that the relations between 
CAPRIFORM and lOiilal umsBl also deteriorated. . 

The reason for this deterioration is explained by 
the views and personality of Khilal MURSHI who was 
the follower of the nolltioal figure^ Rasul AA>£ of 
TurReyi and partisan of the Azerbaidjanian party 
^'Uuaavat'’ which is orltioal of the German policy 
and desires direct collaboration with the British 
without having Geroians in between. iJesiring to 
aocoaplish his aim and, being by nature a person 
who is capable of personal intrigues, MUNSEX began 
to claclcen all the polltioal figures collaborating 
with Germany, calling them polltleal ilindinen and tools 
in the German hands* The other members of the group 
resented this, but particularly so Izmail AKBKR* 

It should be a deed here that the rec ruit ment of the 
four members of the group by Khalal UGNSEI did not 
turn out to be satisfactory* The Azerbeidjanians 
selected by him were not sufficiently educated and 
had no political training whatsoever, and in 
general were people who by their development stood . 
on a level considerably lower than UUNSHI hi self * 
(Possibly this fact had been considered by him and 
arranged purposely to avoid any competition*) 

Utilizing this fact la his battle, EUMbEI was able, 
to direct the British attention to this situation 
and all To .r gradually removed from the group* 

On the other hand, GAPRIFOKM, utilizing hie connections 
and his position, presented the issue to the British 
and demanded .that a choice be nede by them between 
himself and MUksHI, The British supported CAPRIFORM 
against MDTiSHI but nevertheless left 2^SHI in their 
employ* By this means the membership of the group 
came to consist only of Izmail AEB£R who, after 
firing the last two Azerbeidjanians from the group In 
the middle of u^oember 1949 » coneidered it untactful 
in r latioD to his Junior comrades. to remain with 
CAPRIFORM so as not to allow an impression to be 
formed that he squeezed out all members of the group 
by hlB personal desire; he thus broke completely 
with the British, Having received from CAPRIFORM 
a good recommendation, AKB£R arrived in the Amarlosn 
2one where he temporarily resides at the Funk Raceme 
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where he Is trying to arrange his documentation and^ 
quarters and is preparing to Immigrate to Aaerioa* 

By this means the Azerbaidjanian Group in CAPRI?OHMS*s 
system o^aed to exist In fact* 

e* Idal'Uralian Group* The Xdei Uralian group consists of 
three persons: The leader of the groups the Tartar Sultan 

GAKIB; the Idel Oraliant SUKHI; and another Idel Uralian» a 
student whose name is unknown to Source* Sultan GAR IB is a new 
eadgrantf 32-35 years of age. abowe medium height^ slender* He 
is a man who ie quite intelligent^ politically developed and a 
oonvinoed separatist* He lives in Hamburg where he is completing 
his studies in the history department of Hamburg University* He 
resides at Erinastr* 113/111 bei Holstein, Hamburg 20* Besides 
his studies at the university, GARIB systeomtioaliy prepares 
referant material in aocordanoe with assignments from CAPRIKOBU 
on various questions dealing with economic, social and political 
problems connected with the hi a tor leal development of the Idel 
Gralians* Bia latest work was a large reference work on the theme 
**Hlstory and Politloa*' which dealt exclusively with the subject 
of national political problems of the Ural Tartars* GARIB 
himself is a membar of the political organization "Prometheus^ 
which is supported by Polifsh national circles ond, as far as is 
known to Source, had also been a member In the political organization 
"The International of Freedom" which is supported by the "Melnlo" 
Ukrainians* 

(1) All questions relative to the Idel Uralian emigration 
. are resolved by Sultan; GlKIBl himself In view thart 

he actually is the chairmen of the Idel Uralian 
national grouping* 

(2) The mutual rolations among the Sultan GARIB, the 
other members of the group, and CAPRIFORk are very 
good; they all are old acquaintances from their 
Joint labors in the Fast Ministry* 

(3) The support received by the Idel Uralians from the 

British ia of the very same sort as for the other 
groups - 160 OM per month* The whole group consists 

of students* 

d* The Crimean Tartar Group* The Crimean Tartar group 
oonslsts of two persons. The senior of these is Rdige KIRKMAL, 
who in the year 1949 , as a result of the support received from the 
British, had completed one of the universities In the British Zone 
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Of Geraany* The second member of the group^ whose name is unJcnown 
to Source, is also studying at one of the unlTersltles in the 
British zone* The themes of their reference worlcs for the British 
are the same as those for other groups, nationaX, political, and 
social problems of their people, in this given instance, that of 
the Crimean Tartars* Along with the usual reference material, 
riRKl/iAL wrote a booic on Crimea which is ready for publication* 
Presently, he is writing a second book in which will be reflected 
the altuation in Crimea in the years 191d-20* In his oonvlotlona 
he is, aa are all the collaborators of CAPKIPOPM, a oonvinoed 
separatist and marnber of the organization **ProiBetheua**» 

e. The Georgian and North Oauoaaian Groups* The Georgian 
group as such. In faet, does not exist* All problems of interest 
to the British were given enlightenment by the political flguraa 
oonneet^d Indirectly with CAiT<IP0BI4, such as Sasha TZCM/iYA and 
Miaha ALSHIBATA« Both those political figures belong to the 
Georgian grouping of Uiahe KKi;IYA of Switzerland* 

(1) In the same way, on all q.uestlons connected with the 
All^Cauoaaien and, in part, with the North Caucasian 
problems, C/^PRIFORU sought advice and had consultations 
with the Sngineer, Aohmet UABI MAGOUA* At one time, 
at the end of 194&, CAPUIPOFM proposed that Engineer 
UAGOMA eezmark five candidates for political activity 
and four atudonta* This business did not proceed, 
however, beyond general oonveraatlona since the 
British did not confirm the estimate of oast, and 
gave a eubaidy only to General BICHE?Jv*aiOV, at first 
in the amount of 150 and subsequently lowering 
it to 100 I^* 



7* According to a communication from Source, Hussein KIUU8 
returned from England to the British Zone of Germany and advised 
his contacts in Munich thet apparently all his proposed estlmatea 
of costs were confirmed in full*
